Employees in the linen room receive 
$20 a month, with room and board, and 
their hours are well regulated, In most 
of the large hotels. The parlor maid 
or maids come next on the salary list 
with $18, room and board, and the tips 
often bring this sum up to $30 or even 
$50. The maid’s duties are to keep the 
parlor swept and dusted and herself 
tidy and ready to attend the women 
guests who desire her services. The 
chambermaids, bathroom girls, paint 
cleaners and scrub women, of whom 
every hotel employs a small army, re¬ 
ceive $12 each. Tho work of the last two 
named is distinctly different. A scrub 
woman would not think of cleaning 
paint, and a paint cleaner would feel 
that she was demeaning fterself in 
scrubbing the floor. Throughout the 
house the question of social distinction 
is argued, the maids feeling above the 
bathroom girls, the parlor maid above 
tbe other maids and the linen room 
girls above the parlor maid, and so on. 
Unman nature is much the same the 
world over. In the parlance of hotel 
employees, scrub women are known as 
“soubrettes,” the chambermaids as “tbe 
chorus,” while the parlor maids are call¬ 
ed “show girls.” The “soubrettes” be¬ 
gin their work at 1 o’clock in the morn¬ 
ing and do not finish until about 5. 
They scrub the floors and go through¬ 
out tbe house with soap and hot water. 
In one big New York hotel the em¬ 
ployees are permitted to enter the help’s 
dining hall at any time of the morning 
or afternoon between regular meals 
and have a cup of tea and a light lunch 
—a system which has much to do with 
the contentment reigning among the 
employees of this establishment. The 
cost Is ouly a trifle, and, although the 
plan lias been In operation for some 
time, those who enjoy its advantages 
do not abuse it.

An American Correspondent Writ# About the 
Bigeest Nine in the World. 


Take a nickel Ml of your pocket. 
Now* suppose you had a pile of nick¬ 
els as big as the national capitol 
building at Washington, and that 
they were all packed solid in a gre«*t 
hole in the ground. I have Just seen 
a nickel mine out of which a chunk 
of nickel ore bigger than the capital 
has already been taken writes Frank 
G. Carpenter from Sudbury, Ont.. 
to the Chicago Record-Herald. The 
miners are working away there to¬ 
day, and they still have millions of 
tons of nickel in sight. This was at 
the Creighton mine, about twelve 
miles from Sudbury, the biggest nick¬ 
el mine in the world. 

Only two places have been discover¬ 
ed so far on our great, round earth 
where nickel exists in large quanti¬ 
ties. One is here in Canada, a few 
miles north of the Georgian Bay, 
and the other is away down below 
the equator off the eastern shore of 
Australia, on the opposite side of the 
world. 

The nickel of this Lake Superior 
region liee in the earth somewhat 
like Iron ore. It looks like iron., or 
rather like brass stuff you sometimes 
find In coal. It i9 a combination of 
nicksl, copper,, sulphur and iron, and 
it Is found in mighty beds or pockets 
going down no one knows how deep. 
There ore ntckol mines at Copper 
Cliff, about four miles from hero, 
which are now 1,200 feet deep, and 
the/ore is still rich and plentiful. 'J'he 
Creighton mine is apparently inex¬ 
haustible. Tho vast pit from which 
the ore has been quarried during the 
east two or three years is about 300 
Teot wide and 500 feet long. It looks 
like the mouth of a volcano and 
makes me think of the Boma volcano 
which I visited in the mountains of 
eastern Java. * 

But this Creighton mine is by no 
means the only nickel deposit here, 
frhe ore is found in over direction, 
and the supply seems to bo 

ALMOST INEXHAUSTIBLE. 

The Creighton mine and those at 
Copper Cliff belong to the Canadian 
Copper Company. This la a branch 
of the International Nickel Company, 
or nickel trust, whloh owns 20,000 
acres of nickel lands here, and which 
has a monopoly of the nickel busi¬ 
ness of this continent. 

Indeed, I might say that it has al¬ 
most a monopoly of the nickel of the 
world, the output of the French 
mines being much less than that of 
Canada. It ships between 14,000,- 
000 and 15,000,000 pounds of nickel 
inntts annually, and Its product last 
year was worth more than $1,000.- 
000. It has the largest nickel smel¬ 
ter on earth, und it has about the 
only process that Ib successfully used 
for getting the nickel out of the 
matte after it comes from the smel¬ 
ter. It is this process which gives 
the International Niokel Company 
the monopoly of tho business. 

For all practical purposes only ono 
nickel company is operating hero to¬ 
day. This is tho International Nickel 
Company, which la a combination of 
tho Canadian Copper Company, oper¬ 
ating here, and its associate com¬ 
panies of the United State#, which 
reduce the matte and handle the pro¬ 
duct. The company hue a capitaliza¬ 
tion running high into tho millions, 
and I understand that It pays good 
dividends. 

The Canadian Copper Company Was 
the first to mine nickel In large 
quantities. It was organized by Ohio 
parties in 1886, the chief incorpora¬ 
tors being Cleveland men, among 
whom were Judgo Stevenson Burk, 
Senator Henry B. Payne and others. 
The Canadian Pacific Road had made 
bare tho nickel depoelts several years

been connected with the Canadian 
Copper Company for tho post fifteen 
years. He has been working success¬ 
fully in nickel all the time, and he 
knows as much, perhaps, about it 
as any man in the country. In speak¬ 
ing of the similarity of nickel steel 
to meteorites, Mr. Browne remarked 
that it had practically the same com¬ 
position as the latter. "A meteor 
ite," said he, "might bo called a 
part of a shattered world, which has 
shot off through space and fallen to 
earth. The discovery of the process 
of making nickel-steel was by an 
Englishman named Riley, who got 
the suggestion from a meteor found 
In Greenland. This meteor was an 
immense mass that had fallen from 
the skies age* ago and was venerated 
by tho Greenlanders as a god. The 
natives were wont to hammer splin¬ 
ters from it, and make thorn into 
spear heads and hammer heads. They 
accompanied their work by pravers 
to the god, and found that thuir 
spearheads were finer than any that 
they could get elsewhere. A few 
years ago Peary, the explorer, too* 
one of theso meteorites to New York, 
and it is now in the center of tho 
arch of the Museum of Natural His¬ 
tory, on Seventy-seventh street. That 
metoor is puro nickel-steol, and the 
splinters und the hammer-heads of 
the Greenlanders were nickel-steel. 
Riley heard of these discoveries, and 
this gave him the idea which ended 
in tho new metal. 1 think it was 
Tyndal who first made it publicly 
known that the meteorites contained 
nickel-steel." 

"I suppose the chief use of nickel 
is for making such steel, is it not?" 

"Yes; although there aro many 
other manufactures Into which nickel 
enters. The beauty about nickel- 
steel is that it combines exceeding 
toughness with great strength. Cop- 
pur wfro has great toughness. X 
needle or a penknife has great 
strength. But It is only nickel-steel 
that has toughness and strength 
combined. This makes it especially 
valuable for armor plate. 

ARMOR PLATE FOR WAR SHIPS. 

A war vessel with a hull covered 
with steel or iron would bo shattered 
to pieces if one of our modern shells 
should strike it. If the armor plate 
is made of nickel-steel it does not 
break. The great projoctile makes 
only a dimple in it, as you 
would in a pat of butter if you 
stuck in your finger. This property 
of toughness is added to the steel by 
putting In 3f per cent of nickel 
while it is making. All the w<,r 
vessels of to-day were plated with 
that composition. They have an ar¬ 
mor-plate of nickel-steol about eigh¬ 
teen inches thick. Such were tho 
plates on the bulls of the battle 
ships of both countries in the Rus 
slan-Japanese war, and the shot 
which was amployed in the several 
engagements was almost altogether 
nickel-steel." 

"Is the metal generally used for 
other purposes?" 

"It Is too costly for many uses," 
replied Mr. Browne, "but it is em¬ 
ployed where toughness and strength 
aro a necessity. It is largely used on 
the railroads, whose there are curves 
at the bottom of steep grades. If a 
heavily loaded freight train strikes 
such a curve tbero are only two 
things which hold it on the track, 
and those are the flanges of the 
wheels and the heads of the rails. In 
the winter time the rails are apt to 
become brittle, and when the train, 
rushing down hill, strikes them they 
sometimes break, and there is a 
wreck. For this reason nickel-steel 
is used at such curves. The Horse

However, 
this is not always the reason for giving 
up the state of single blessedness, as 
was rendered evident at an inquest held 
recently at Newport. 

One of the witnesses, in the course of 
the inquiry, stated In answer to a ques¬ 
tion, got married so that I should 
have somebody to look alter me when 
I happen to take too much beer." Surely 
this was one of the most curious reasons 
for marrying. 

Another extraordinary reason for tak¬ 
ing the fateful plunge was that given 
by a Yorkshire collier. Like all colliers, 
he had a dog o( which he was very fond.

TO TUE POLE IN MOTOR CAR. 

Explorer Will Cross Great Plain of Ant¬ 
arctic at Fast Speed. 

M. Henryk Arctowskl, the Belgian 
Anturctic explorer, gives some further 
details of his daring plan to reach the 
mysterious region of the South Pole. 

Ho proposes to do it by motor-car. 
From the natural landing places of tb? 
Southern Seas there extends a vast field 
of smooth ice, which is supposed to 
cover the polar region without breakages 
or crevices—a flat field of ice as smooth 
as a frozen pond. 

Other explorers have been on that 
field, but they could not go fast enough 
to complete their exploration. Captai* 
Scott travelled over the Ice for five 
months, but his dogs could only make 
ttn miles a day, and in the end he was 
driven back by the fear of starvation. 

Mr. Arctowski’s solution of the diffi¬ 
culty is simple. Travel ten times us fast 
and the Pole will be reached long before 
there is any danger of the food giving 
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“You have always been a fool!" said 
the young man hotly.

Tho reduction 
works at New Jersey looked upon 
tpe nickel as of no account and hv 
it run off with the slag, while the 
Wales smelters paid only for the cop- 
^ per and kept' the nickel as u private 
rake-off.

NEW USES FOR NICKEL. 

During my stay at Copper Cliff I 
had a chut with Duvid H. Browne 
the metallurgist of the International 
Nickel Company, ubout nickel an 
the now uses t or it. Mr Browne has 


aro a necessity. It is largely used on 
the railroads, whese there are curves 
at the bottom of steep grades. If a 
heavily loaded freight train •tril'es 
such a curve there are only two 
things which hold it on the track, 
and those are tho flanges of the 
wheels and the heads of the rails. In 
the winter time the rails are apt to 
become brittle, and when the train, 
rushing down hill, strikes them they 
sometimes break, and there is a 
wreck. For this reason nickel-steel 
is used at such curves. The Horse 
Shoe Curve of tho Pennsylvania Rail¬ 
road, for instance, is made of that 
kind of rails. The metal is also now 
employed in bridge building. The 
new Manhattan bridge will be made 
of it. It is going into many of our 
large apartment houses or other 
tali steel buildings. In this case it 
is 50 per cent stronger than ordinary 
steel; the result is that less metal 
cun be used or with an equal weight 
the building can have double tho 
[strength. Nickel-steel does not ex- 
| pund or contract like common steel.

• How about our nickel coins. Mr. 
Browne?” 1 asked. "Are they made 
‘ of the nickel that comes from here?' 

"Partly so,” was the reply. "All 
the nickel thev contain is from our 
, mines They nre uuly one-quarter 
nickel, however, the remainder being 
pure ropper. Indeed, there is only 
. about one-fifth of a cent's worth of 
i nickel in a A-cent piece. Nickel is 
worth about 40 cents a pound, while 
copper is worth only about 15 cents, 
so you see there is a nice little profit 
in money of such composition. 

"There are a few countries which 
use pun* nickd for their coir^ge. ' 
continued the metallurgist, "and 
among iliem uiv Belgium and Swit¬ 
zerland. The smaller of the Belgian 
coins are of nickel with a hole 
through the center. in order that 
they may not he taken lor silver 
coins of a, higher denomination. 
Nickel looks like silver, hut it does 
not tarnish and does not get bluck. 
The F.hsi Indian government is now 
considering the use of nickel for Ps 
coinage, und a few blanks with holes 
in the conler like ihe Belgian coins 
have been made. These coins, how¬ 
ever, have not been put into circula¬ 
tion. because King Edwurd .- head is 
to go on the coin, and ins mu. lest v 
naturally object* lo having a hole 
punched through hi- luce. Fur this 
reason the new Indian coins will pro¬ 
bably be sold.”

TEA AND COFFEE. 

Much has been said and written con¬ 
cerning the merits and demerits of tea 
and coffee. Divergencies of opinion on 
the matter range from the views *f 
those who regard the abuse of tea and 
coffee as the chief cause for the nervous 
type predominant among the American 
people, to the views of those who think 
there is no Jiarm to drinking several 
cups of one or the other three times a 
day. 

As Is usual in such cases, much is to 
be said on both sides. The importance 
of the question may be realized from the 
statement of an eminent medical writer, 
who says that the amount of coffee alone 
consumed in this country is one-third. 
of the world’s total supply, and that the I 
amount is greater than that used in 1 
Germany, Austria-Hungary, France and 
the United Kingdom combined 

Both tea and coffee are primarily' 
stimulants, owing to the caffeln they 
contain. Their actual food value de¬ 
pends entirely on the milk or cream and 
sugar that are added to them. They 
do, however, diminish muscular fatigue, j 
relieve the sense of hunger to some ex l 
tent, and lessen tissue waste, so that 
smaller amounts of food are necessary. 
For this reason military men and lead¬ 
ers of exploring expeditions regard tea 
or coffee as an indispensable part of the 
rations of their men, and there appears 
to be no doubt that more work can dc J 
done with them than without. 

On the other hand, the overstimula¬ 
tion of the nervous system attendant on 
immoderate indulgence In tea or coffee 
is always injurious, and some persons 
suffer from the use of even small 
amounts. Nervous excitability, irrita¬ 
bility pf temper, insomniu and tremu¬ 
lousness of the hands are some of the 
more prominent nervous symptons, but 
the digestion is also likely to suffer. 
This is especially apt to occur If the bev¬ 
erage Is prepared by a prolonged boil¬ 
ing, as In this cose much of the tannin 
present In both the tea-leaf and tho 
coffee-bean Is extracted. Green tea, 
owing to the way in which it Is cured, 
contains about twice as much tannin as 
the black, and Is therefore less whole¬ 
some. 

In general, it may be said that when 
taken in moderotion and properly pre¬ 
pared by a method which- does not per¬ 
mit the extraction of too great an amount 
of tannin, neither coffee nor tea affect 
the ordinary individual In good heulth 
very much, either for the better or the 
worse. There are. however, many per¬ 
sons who should never take either; an<l 
for children their use should be strictly 
forbidden. 

THE CINDER IN THE EYE. 

By cinder we mean any minute particle 
of whatever nature which lodges in the 
eye, where it causes much pain and dls -1 
tress. , . . , I 

In most cases when a foreign body 
gets Into ihe eye, it creates a little dis¬ 
comfort for a time, but is soon washed 
away by the tears without doing any 
harm. Sometimes, especially when the 
particle has sharp corners to tt, as is 
often the case with the fine cinders 
from a locomotive which burns soft coal, 
the conjunctiva is cut and the body be¬ 
comes firmly lodged in it, and all na¬ 
ture's simple efforts to remove •» are in¬ 
effectual. Man then tries tt J ome :o 
nature's assistance, and often makes bad 
very much worse. • 

The sufferer winks the eye, rubs ii 
with his linger, perhaps inserts nn eye- 
stone, and does whatever else he can 
think of to drive the purticle deeper into 
the conjunctiva and excite inflammation. 
This influmination causes swelling of the 
conjunctiva immediately surrounding 
the offending particle, with the result 
that the foreign body becomes imbedded, 
and cun be removed only by the little 
needle or knife of the oculist; or else it 
loosens itself by exciting on ulceration 
of the cornea, and this ulceration, when 
healed, leaves behind it a minute white 
scar.

A MERE BUSINESS. 

It has the "form of godliness, but 
denies the fervor thereof, and It does 
irreparable harm to pure religion. 
Many take these formalities as true 
types of religion, and they think that 
all piety Is but hollow show, empty 
ceromony, sounding brass und tinkl¬ 
ing cymbal. 

Here, again, is the religion of law. 
This regards God as a law-giver who 
must bo feared and sorved. It thinks 
of Him with trembling and awe. 
Hence with it penance, rigor and. self- 
denial are tho chief graces. It is a 
religion of tho conscience and thor¬ 
oughly sincere, but Its objection is 
that it only stvs one side of God. 

It is narrow, harsh and austere. It 
makes religion a mnttcr of gloom 
and robs It of all sunshine. It tends 
too, to self-righteousness. It man¬ 
ufactures Pharisees. Its votaries ho- 
como censors of others. They judge 
all by thoir own hard legalism. And 
whoever does not square with their 
narrow, severe standard, they look 
disdainfully upon as publicans and 
sinners. 

Tho third type Is the religion of 
love. This docs not, indeed, forgot 
that God is law and Justice, but it 
recognizes that supremely "God is 


Love." It looks upon Him as • 
father, only dositlng the highest well¬ 
being of His creatures. It worships 
Him, not with fear, but with rejoic¬ 
ing. It serves Him, not in the bond¬ 
age of a slave, but with the freedom 
of a son. It is not hainporod by the 
chains of the letter, but lives in 
THE LIBERTY OF THE SPIRIT. 

It is the religion of the heart. It 
is the religion of joy. It is the ideal 
religion of tho soul. This is ths 
"pure religion" of our text, •‘undo- 
filed before God and the Father." 

"Pure religion" again is a life, and 
none the less is it a fuith. It is a 
frequent mistake to conceive of these 
as distinct from or opposed to one 
another*. But normally they ure mu- 
tally independent as fountain to 
stream, root to tree, seed to fruit. 
There is, indcod, a dead or merely 
crceded, but there is also a living 
faith. 

A man’s life is none the better for 
being an atheist or even a heretic. 
Negations are not sources of life or 
power. "All groat ages," wrote 
Emerson, "have been ages of tolief." 
The purer, the stronger, the diviner 
our faith, the richer and more beau¬ 
tiful and fruitful will bo our life. 

And so wo reach tho last and full¬ 
est outcome of real religion as defin¬ 
ed in tfle latter cause of our text.

GHOST OF ENGLISH MANOR. 

Heard 1,225 Years, But Hasn’t Fright¬ 
ened Occupants of House. 

A curious ghost story is told by the 
occupier of the Manor House, Knures- 
borough, a charming old mansion, 
parts of which date buck to the early 
days of the thirteenth century. The 
occupier, A. W. Howes, recently re¬ 
stored the building, und during the al¬ 
terations. the skeleton of a woman was 
found under one of the staircases, and 
i* is this discovery that has led Mr. 
Howes to tell his story, says the Lon¬ 
don Chronicle. 

He says there Is something ubout'he 
building that cannot be explained. For¬ 
merly he and his wife occupied the blue 
room, in which stands un old oak bed¬ 
stead, on which Oliver Cromwell once 
slept. This room, like the others, is 
splendidly pannelled and has a cup¬ 
board, which was formerly u priest's 
Hole, or hiding place, concealed by a 
i-prlng door. 

During the night sounds of footsteps 
are heard on the landing, and Mr. 
Howes says it Is impossible to keep 
the door of this room closed. 

“We have locked it and put a chair 
against it. and in the morning we have 
found it open. There are no draughts 
to account for the opening of the doo'\ 
Since we have moved out of this 
room footsteps have still been heard, 
and on one occasion they were accom¬ 
panied by a loud bump on the door of 
our present room." 

Mr. Howes is jocular on the subjec, 
of this ghost, and says that neither In* 
nor his family are alarmed, or indeed 
believe in the supernatural, but after 
fifteen years' experlenc of th house 
they are still at a loss to account tor 
the sounds. “We used to say it was 
Oliver’s ghost." he remarks, “but now 
we say It is the woman whose skele¬ 
ton we. found."

EGGS INTOXICATING. 

Si range Theory Advanced by u French 
Doctor. 

One bv one the most cherished arti¬ 
cles of diet appeur to be going under 
the attacks of the medical profession. 
Heretofore the theory has been that 
no matter how dirty the inn or the 
boarding house one could ulways take 
refuge in boiled eggs. But now the 
London Lancet says that a French med¬ 
ical man has discovered a hidden dan¬ 
ger lurking in the yolk. The yolk of 
the eggs of hens, ducks and tortoises, 
he declares, contains a substance which 
when injected into the veins, under the 
skin, or into the general body cavity, 
eventually cuuses death from acute in- 
toxiculion of the central nervous sys¬ 
tem. Hens' egg yolk is less toxic than 
that of the duck, it is explained, but ( 
that of the tortoise is more dungerous 
than either. It is admitted, however, 
that the percentage of poisons is not 
enough to kill and that the general 
public is in little dunger from this form 
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with his linger, perhaps inserls an eye- 
stone, and does whatever else he cun 
think of to drive the particle deeper into 
the conjunctiva and excite inflammation. 
This inflammation causes swelling of the

One who gets n cinder in the eye must 
lirst of nil exercise self-control. He 
must not rub the eye. lie may take u 
glass of clean water. thrSw in u pinch 
of salt, then put the head Jown so that 
the eye Is in the water and wink seven 1 
times rapidly. If this does no good, the 
particle can* sometimes be dislodged :>y 
tuking hold of the lashes and drawing 
the upper lid down over the lower, and 
letting tt slide back Into place. 

If the speck can be seen on looking 
into Ihc mirror it may often be removed 
by the tip of a cone made by folding th.; 
handkerchief several times. Sometimes 
a friend can see the speck by looking 
Into the eye with u magnlfying-glas.>. 
and can remove it by gently touching it 
with the handkerchief cone. 

This is all uny one should attempt, 
and if these gentle efforts fail to dislodge 
the cinder, no lime should be lost in 
seeking the help of a physician, who 
muy take it uwny before inflammation 
or ulcerution comes to complicate the 
accident.—Youth's Companion. 

REMEDY FOR A DRY SKIN. 

When the skin is constitutionally of n 
dry nature and liable to become rough 
and irritable at almost every change :n 
the weather it is generally desirable to 
apply, at least once a day, a good 
emollient preparollon. Cold cream ‘*f 
almonds is an excellent specific for this 
purpose. To make it, mix together 4 
oz. of oil of almonds, % oz. of while 
wax. and % oz. of spermaceti. These 
ingredients should be put in a jar. Set 
the jar in a saucepan of water over a 
stow heat and mix the ingredients 
thoroughlv together. When the mixture 
is a smooih liquid stir In 2 oz. of orange- 
flower water; mix well and store in an 
earthenware pot. Simple olive oil is 
ulso an excellent unguent for use on the 
skin. There is no danger from the use 
of vegetable oils. A great many people, 
with naturally dry skin use a little sim¬ 
ple oil after bathing, and for this pur¬ 
pose a vegetable oil, like oil of almonds 
or olive oil, Is to be preferred to any¬ 
thing else. 

PERISHED BY THOUSANDS. 

The Hereros Were Almost Exterminated 
by the Germans. 

A terrible picture of the war against 
the Hereros in German South-west Afri¬ 
ca is painted In the report of the head¬ 
quarters' staff which hus been presented 
to the Reichstag. 

It states that the Hereros in the north¬ 
ern provinces of the colony have been 
virtually exterminated. They fled before 
the Kaiser's forces across the Omahehe 
Desert, where they perished in thou¬ 
sands of hunger and thirst. Rendered 
desperate by their sufferings, they dug 
holes in many pluces fifty and sixty feet 
deep In the hope of discovering water, 
and. finding none, lay down and died 
in the desert. Hundreds of bodies were 
found strewn over the sand. In some 
instances the negroes in their despuir 
had huddled together lo dii*. and-their 
bodies were found in great heaps. 

A splendid record is ascribed to Ihc 
German troops, who made progress 
against the enemy in the face of colossal 
diiliculties. Many detachments hud to 
make forced marches of sixty miles over 
roads including sand dunes above 500 
feet high. 

The comparatively smoll results 
achieved by operations extending over 
two years uro attributed lo diiliculties 
connected With transport operations 
conducted in districts several hundred 
miles uway from the nearest railway. 

After defeating insurgents, the troops 
were repeatedly unable to follow up 
their victories, owing to Jack of supplies 
and ammunition at the critical moment.

RIFLE FACTORY FOR CHINA. 

Engineer ol the Chinese Government 
Now in England Arranging Plans. 

As indicative of the awakening bl 
China und the interest which is taken 
in matters of world policy by the 
Chinese, once so retiring, it is interest¬ 
ing to note that a nephew of the Emper¬ 
or of China and the Chief Engineer jf 
the Chinese Government are now in 
England making arrangements for the 
construction of a great military rifle fac¬ 
tory in China. They spent some time 
in the district of Birmingham inspecting 
not only the factories where smull arms 
arc made, but also the works which pro¬ 
duce machinery for their manufacture. 
They visited the Birmingham Smn!l 
\rms factory, and were conducted 
’hrough the mllilary section. An Inter¬ 
preter explained the mechanism to them, 
and they inspected it with great care, 
making minute inquiries as to the najiure 
and capacity of the various contrivances, 
’t is understood that the Chinese factory 
will be largely furnished with Birming¬ 
ham machinery; that Birmingham ex¬ 
perts will superinlend its equipment, and 
tliul large numbers of Birmingham 
mechanics will he engaged to Instruct 
Chinese workmen In their trade. 
tirely apart from the magnitude of the 
operations the visit of this particular 
mission Is Important, ns foreshadowing 
large orders by the Chinese Government 
both in the military und naval depart¬ 
ments of her services. China, it is said, 
is ambitious to bring her army and navy 
un to the level of the Jupariose forces. 
It is believed that her determination to 
manufacture her own, arms Is altribute.1

the Molten Lava, 

Prof. R. V. Matteud, director of 
tho Royal Observatory on Mount 
Vesuvius, in his recent most interest¬ 
ing account of the life and duties of 
his perilous post, narrates one little 
incident which occurred hut a short 
j time ago, at the beginning of the 
great volcano's present period of 
activity. 

Many tourists ascended the moun¬ 
tain in the late afternoon or evening) 
to behold at night the malign splen¬ 
dor of the red-hot, crawling lava 
streams. Following one such party,! 
in the hope of bogging pennies, came; 
a little orphan boy from Resina, at 
the foot of the mountain. His namol 
was Giovanni Olivieti. The tourists i 
lingered long, and Giovanni, tired, 
and sleepy, threw himself down in a } 
vineyard for a nap, and was not! 
missed. At dawn piteous cries for 
help were heard by some young men 
who had remained all night on the 
mountain, and they hastened to dis¬ 
cover whence they came. 

"Awakened by the increasing heat", 
says Professor Matieuci, "the boy 
had found that ho was entirely ‘ sur¬ 
rounded by streams of molten metal, 
which, how’ever, were fast cooling in 
many places, and had abeay grown 
a considerable crust here and there. 

"Soon a crowd gathered and stood 
entirely helpless some distance o.i, 
the women screaming, wool iug and 
praying for the doomed boy." 

Some one, however, had presence of 
mind enough to send for Signor Mat- 
teuci, who in turn sent for Pasquale 
Paciilco, an experienced Vcsu\ion 
guide, and the two men, at the im¬ 
minent peril of a dreadful death, 
sought out a possible path of rescue. 

"It may remind you icople of a 
treacherous ice-crust—but how db.‘Br¬ 
ent, and how infinitely more terrible, 
with liquid lire below instead of wa¬ 
ter! The heat was killing. With wet 
cloths protecting our faces, and with 
burning boots, scoichid hands and 
smoking clotl.es we ma o our way 
across the bending crust of la\a, 
seized the trembling chi d, and bore 
him away to safety. We did not 
dare, however, to carry him in our 
arms, but distributed the weight by 
making him run in front of us where 
wo directed. 

"So tremendous was the lava that, 
in one place, what with flowing and 
cooling, and flowing and cooling 
again, it piled itself up to a height 
of one hundred and fifty feet." 

Professor Matteuci lives on Vesu¬ 
vius, at the observatory, and he ex¬ 
pects to die there; but he asks no 
better fate. 

"I love my mountain," he declares. 
"I could not leave her. I am wedded 
to her forever. My friends say that 
her breath will scorch and wither my 
poor life one of these days; that she 
will bury my house in streams of 
liquid metal or raze it to its founda¬ 
tions. Already she has hurt me, has 
injured mo sorely. Yet I forgive her,

Two scientists have succeeded 
in keeping brook trout alive in a large 
sized vessel for six weeks, so that their 
taste at the end of this period did not 
appear to be Impaired in the least 
This is all the more remarkable, as it 
is well known that otherwise brook 
trout can only be kept alive in running 
water. Leeches have been kept alive 
b> the same process a year and a halt 
without change of water. Experiments 
have already been made lo make prac¬ 
tic'd use of the discovery for the trans¬ 
port-tion of live fish. 

Live brook trout, for instance, were 
shipped by rail, the journey consum¬ 
ing seven hours, at a temperature of 
twenty-five degrees, in vessels filled 
with wuter, to which these algae have 
been added. The trout were all fresh 
upon arrival, while of others shippe * 
al the same lime in pure water not 
containing these algae, not a single 
irouf arrived alive. • The explanation 
of this phenomenon is probably that 
l h es* olgae. like other green plants, de¬ 
compose the carbonic acid gas ex¬ 
haled by the fish, ond so re-oxidize the 
water. The two scientists are also of 
the opinion that the algae also render 
the poison which may have been se¬ 
creted by the fish harmless.

MOTOR BOOTS IN PARIS. 

j Inventor Went Through Slreets ot 
Twenty-Five Mile Rate. 

j According to die London Express, 
Parisians were startled die other duy 
by seeing a big-booled man whizzing 
along die Avenue des Chumps Elysees, 
and thence to the Bois de Boulogne at 
die rate of 25 miles an hour. It was 
Constantin!, the inventor of motor boots, 
displaying the new footwear. The boots 
resemble tiny automobiles, 15 inches 
long, fixed on high boots. Eacli has 
four rubber-tired wheels eight .inches n 
diuneter. Accumulators were carried 
in u belt. They transmit by wires V/i 
horse-power to each motor. The motors 
cun be run at a speed ranging from six 
to 30 miles an hour. Each boot weighs 
1G pounds, but as the feet are not lifted 
up the weight does not matter. Con- 
stantini claims to have travelled several 
hundred miles with them. He intends 
lo travel from Paris to St. Petersburg 
on them. When asked what would hap¬ 
pen if one motor started ot the rate A 
six miles and the other at 30, be became 
HinMnnt, and declined to discuss the 
subject. 


There are a good many salt catar¬ 
acts in existonco. They may be 
found in Norway, Southern Chill, 
and British Columbia, where narrow 
fjords, or arms of the sea, are ob¬ 
structed by barriers of rock. The 
rising tide flows over, and filters 
through such reefs into the great na¬ 
tural reservoirs beyond; but the wa¬ 
ter is held bnck at the ebb until it 
breaks over the obstruction in an ir¬ 
resistible torrent.

Hero the flood from the 
j Gulf of Georgia, to the southward, is 
dammed back at a narrow cleft be¬ 
tween two islands until it pours over 
in a boiling cascade eighteen feet 
high, with porhaps double the vol¬ 
ume of the Rhine. At tho turn of 
the tide, however, the waters from 
the north rush back into the Gulf, 
producing a cascado of equal height 
and volume. This salt waterfall ac¬ 
tually flows both ways.

This house, which Is now practically 
complete, is the only one of its kind m 
the world; and the child for whom it 
has been built is a boy of five years of 
age, the son of the late Jdhn Nicholas 
Brown, of Rhode Island and New York, 
and the sole heir to untold millions of 
dollars. 

He bears the same Christian names as 
his deceased father, but he has achieved 
fame throughout the United States as 
“Baby Brown,” and is beyond question 
the most pampered youngster that even 
the land of the Stars and Stripes has 
ever been able to boost.

GKNEiUL STAFF PLAN SET OUT BY 
THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 

Ableet Men in Army to Form Govern¬ 
ing Body — Selected on 
Their Merits. 

The new policy which is to control i 
tho formation of tho British army s 1 
general stall is sot out by Mr. H. O. 
Arnold-Forster, tho Secretary for 
War, in an important minute ad¬ 
dressed to the Chief of tho General 
Staff. 

Tho main objects sought in form¬ 
ing such a staff are described in the 
minute as follows: 

“1. To gather the ablest men ini 
the army together, and by somo sys¬ 
tem of advancement and promotion 
to make suro that the fortunes of j 
the army aro always in their hands. ' 

“2. By means of these men to form 
a school of military thought* which 
shall be abreast or ahead of that of 
any other army. 

"From this it follows," says the 
minute, "that the officers of the gen¬ 
eral staff should be the ablest and 
most energetic officers of tho army, 
and should be m the prime of life. 
Their duties may be defined as the 
duties of war und training for war. j 
SELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

"Tho following are tho general 
lines on which the formation of tho 
general staff will proceed: 

"Officers will bo selected on their 
own individual qualifications, and 
not on account of any appointment' 
which they are holding, or for which 
they may bo selected. The list of se¬ 
lected officers will at present be 
small. Appointments will be for 
four years. 

"Subject to a first list being drawn 
up and approved by the Army Coun¬ 
cil generally, all future selections 
for, and promotions in, the general 
staff will be recommended by tho 
Chief of the General Stuff alone, 
without the intervention of the Sel¬ 
ection Boar# or of the Arrav Coun- 
cil. 

SECRETARY'S SOLE ADVISER. 1 

<;? It is evident thut the Chief of the 
General Staff must have absolute 
power over nil the officers of the 
general staff. He will be as free as 
possible from ordinary office routine j 
work, but must be tho sole adviser i 
of the Secretary of State on all mat - j 
ters of strategy or of military oper¬ 
ations. He will, of course, remain ai 
member of the Committee of lmper-1 
ial Defence. He will also be charged j 
with the selection und personal su¬ 
pervision und training of the officers 
of tho general staff. * 

"There is little doubt that ulti¬ 
mately the position of the Chief of 
the General Staff will become so inir 
portant thut. iu order to secure con¬ 
tinuity of action and ideas, it may 
be necessary to extend his tenure of 
office bevond that laid down iu the 


luncheon earlier lhan usual, as he wish¬ 
ed to have a walk before returning »o 
the schools.

DEVEIOPME.NT OF TORPEDO. 

Deadly Engine Has Been Much Im¬ 
proved Since Invention. 

Since tho Turco-Russian war tho 
torpedo has been immensely improv¬ 
ed. In theso days its range was 
barely over 200 yards. It would 
travel further, but its course was 
apt to bo in a circle and only tho 
boat which ffred it stood much risk 
of being hit. Ten years later it was 
to bo depended upon for 3,000 yurds 
and five years or so ago the general 
adoption of the gyroscope—an instru¬ 
ment designed to make the torpedo 
keep its course without deflection- 
doubled the effective range. In tho 
recent war in tho east, torpedoes 
could bo used up to 2,000 yards. 
The approximate time distance was 
three minutes, for though the torpe¬ 
do cun travel a short distance at 
thirty knots, for any long range its 
speed has to bo reduced in order to 
make tho limited motive power take 
tho weapon further. It was of this 
fact that Cupt. Wircn is said to have 
taken advantage when the Hatsuso 
was sunk. According to tho most re¬ 
liable Russian accounts tho "reduc¬ 
ing valves" of torpedoes were oper¬ 
ated on so that instead of travelling 
1,000 yards at thirty knots they' 
would run 0,000 or 7,700 yards at a 
very reduced speed. Torpedoes so 
treated have been known to travel 
several miles. Of sixteen torpedoes 
so discharged twe hit the llutsusu 
and one, perhaps, tho Yushima— 
though this ship muy have struck a 
mine.

Then he look them back, and the dealer 
bought them for a pitiful sum. 

WARNS THE CUSTOMS. 

“After a few weeks the dealer sent 
the pictures to his correspondent in New 
York, and at the same time sent a letter 
to the customs authorities there, telling 
them thut they were about to be the vic¬ 
tims of a tremendous fraud. Two real 
Rembrandt pictures, recently discovered, 
were to arrive from Europe with the 
name of Rembrandt painted out and 
another insignificant name substituted 
for it. ‘Take off the upper coat of paint 
in the right hand lower corner and vou 
will find that the name of ReabriM is 
there. The Idea is to sell thesa old 
musterpieces in the United States after 
they have passed your administration. 
I warn you that euch painting is worth 
at least 8120,000. 

PAYS THE DUTY.

This increase of 123 pounds 
per cow can be attained on many other 
farms.

HOW BIRDS SOAR. 


The Kite a Master of the Art of 
Soaring;. 

"In the summer of 1872 I was visit¬ 
ing on the Warm Springs reservation 
in eastern Oregon,” says a writer. 
“The residences of the government em¬ 
ployees were in a deep valley between 
table lands through which the water 
courses had cut deep canyons. I climb¬ 
ed up ou oue of these tables, the edge 
of which was in most plages perpen¬ 
dicular for ten, twenty and more feet, 
ami as I stood there in a strong breeze 
blowing against the face of the slope 
a small hawk came gliding along eight 
or ten feet above the edge and follow¬ 
ing the course of the edge, and he kept 
011 until he was little more than a rod 
away from me. He seemed to be mak¬ 
ing no effort except a little balancing 
and turning in order to steer himself. 
The explanation seemed to me very 
simple. Just there at the edge there 
was a strong, sharply ascending cur¬ 
rent which enabled him to use wind 
and gravity against each other. 

“In the autumn of that year I went 
to Fuchau, China, and there I found 
the city frequented by a species of 
large bird which wo call a kite. It 
seems to be half hawk, half buzzard, 
in its build and habits. Its llight is 
heavy and awkward, its wings being 
too big for its pectoral muscles, and 
their tips arc not pointed like a hawk’s, 
but broad and square across. But It 
is a master of the art of soaring. 
There are in Fuchau two hills which 
lie square across the path of the after¬ 
noon sea breeze. Here toward tho 
close of a breezy autumn afternoon a 
dozen or a score of these kites will 
resort and have a genuine coasting 
game. 

"These hillsides are quite steep, and 
of course there results a strong, sharp 
upward current at tho top. The kites 
come to the top and, starting from tho 
eddy in the lec of the top, glide out 
into the uprushing current, wings bal¬ 
ancing up and down and head and tail

MEMORY OF TURTLES. 

I.ny Tlielr FflTfVx Almost In the Same 
I’lnce Year Alter Yenr. 

During the summer months from 
May to August tho big sea turtles lay 
their eggs on the beach. They come 
possibly hundreds of miles, and if un¬ 
disturbed will land within a few yards 
of the same place year after year. 
They crawl up tho beach in the night 
and make their nest in tho sand just 
above high water murk. 1 have watch¬ 
ed them from behind a sandhill but a 
few feet away. 

They dig the hole with their hiiul 
flippers, and after covering it over, 
flrst tilling it with eggs, they will go a 
few feet and make another place, I al¬ 
ways thought as a blind, for one looks 
just like tlio other. They lay each 
month, usually durllig the high tides of 
that month, beginning in May and 
ending In August, from 1)0 to 1S3 eggs. 

During the summer 1 found ami 
brought Into camp 2.753 eggs. I put 
some In tho sand near our camp, and 
in twenty-seven days the top eggs 
batched, tho rest in three days more.

Lord Harris tells an interesting story 
of how Colonel Frank Ithodes outwit¬ 
ted the Boers.

INTERESTING EXPERIMENT. 

DurNtiiitf a Stronjf Cn*k With Half u 
Pint of Water. 

That a smajl quantity of water, say 
half a pint, may bo made to burst a 
strong cask seems a startling state¬ 
ment to make, and yet It Is true. It is 
u well known law of physics that the 
pressure exerted by liquids Increases 
In proportion to their depth. Suppose, 
therefore, that wo have a strong cask 
idled with water and standing on end. 
The staves of this cask may bo made to 
burst apart by adding a very small 
quantity of water to what Is already 
in the; cask. As the cask is already 
full, some way of adding the water 
must he devised. To do this a hole Is 
bored in the end or head of tho cask, 
and a long tubo of small diameter Is 
Inserted upright. At the upper cud of 
the tube Is a small funnel into which 
water Is poured until the tube becomes 
full, and when that point is readied 
the cask will burst. 

This seems almost incredible, but 
It is only a demonstration of the law 
that has been cited. When tho water 
Is poured into the tube it unites with 
the water in the cask, and the depth of 
the water is several times as great as 
that in the cask alone. Tho fact that 
there Is only a small quantity of water 
In the tube makes no difference, for it 
is now one body, and Its depth is gaug¬ 
ed from the top of the tube to the bot¬ 
tom of the cask. 

As a matter of fact, this experiment 
is only an artificial reproduction of 
what t\o know takes place in nature. 
Some of her greatest convulsions arc 
caused by this very process. Suppose, 
for example, that there Is a great mass 
of rock, under which there is a cavity 
lilied with water that has no outlet. 
Suppose, moreover, that there is a 
crack extending from the surface of tho 
| ground through this mass of rock to

The moas not only 
existed I 11 vast numbers and for thou¬ 
sands of yours, but hud such diversity 
of form as to embrace no less than sev¬ 
en genera containing twenty-five spe¬ 
cies, a remarkable fact which is un¬ 
paralleled in any other part of the 
world. The commonest kinds in the 
North island were only from two and 
one-half to four feet high. Those of the 
South island were mostly from four to 
six feet tall, while the giant forms, 
reaching twelve and thirteen feet, wore 
always rare. 

Immense deposits of moa hones have 
been found in localities to which they 
appear to have been washed from the 
hills iu tertiary times. Skeletons on 
the surface of the ground, with skin 
and ligaments still attached, have giv¬ 
en the Impression that these birds have 
been exterminated in very recent years, 
but other facts point to a different con¬ 
clusion. Tradition seems to show, ac¬ 
cording to F. M. Hutton, that the moa 
became extinct in the North Island soon 
after the arrival of Maoris In New Zea¬ 
land—that is, not less than 400 to f>U0 
years ago, and lu the South Island 
about 100 years later. 

Tho fresh appearing skin and liga¬ 
ments are supposed to have been pre¬ 
served by unusually favorable condi¬ 
tions.

In the relief sketch of the date 
last mentioned, 1300 B. C., It is unmis¬ 
takably u pet, being shown as seated 
beneath a chair. The Egyptians of 
thut age mummified dead cuts Just us 
they did human beings and in many 
instances entombed hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of them in a single pyramid or 
pit. Bubastls was the Egyptian cat 
goddess and wns always represented 
as having a cat’s heud. Among that 
queer people puss was regarded as an 
emblem of the sun, its effei being sup¬ 
posed to vary in color nud in the size 
of their pupils with the progress of 
that luminary across the heavens. 

Herodotus tells us that when an 
Egyptian cat died a natural death Its 
owner went into mourning and shuved 
off his eyebrows.

SOME MALAY CURIOSITIES. 

Superstitious Reliefs in Some Cases 
Seem to Prove True. 

\V. W. Skcat gives an interesting 'ac¬ 
count of the regalia of Sclangore. 
Among them is a trumpet which no one 
may toucli except the reigning Sultan 
and the heir-apparent. Any one else 
touching it will be struck with illness. 
Mr. Skoal was anxious to examine these 
things, and one day the Rajah Muduh 
allowed him to lake the sacred trumpet 
into Ills hands. “I thought nottiing 
more of the matter,” says Mr. Skeut, 
“but, by what was really a very curious 
coincidence, within a few days I was 
seized with a sharp atluck of malarial 
iniluenza, which obliged mo to leave the 
district. Tho report of my indisposition 
appeals to have mude a profound im¬ 
pression, and u Malay, who probably 
thought himself indebted to me for some 
assistance, vowed to offer sacrifice at 
the shrine of a local saint for my recov¬ 
ery.” Mr. Skeat had to attend a ban¬ 
quet at the saint’s tomb in gratitude for 
his merciful Intervention. 

In Sarawak persons of the Milanau 
tribe have a practice of depositing a 
large leaf, peculiarly folded, at the spot 
where an accident has happened, to 
conciliate the powers of evil.

Terrible Slaughter Through An Error In 
a Russian Town. 


SLAUGHTER AT TUKUM. 

A despatch from Berlin says:—A 
despatch to the Lokal Anzciger gives 
details of the lighting and slaughter 
at Tukum, Courtland, on Dec. 18 
and 19. 

When the rebellion broke out in 
Courtland. 40 dragoons and three of¬ 
ficers wore sent to protect the little 
town of Tukum. A force of peasants 
besieged the place and soon captured 
It. The dragoons surrendered when 
their ammunitio n was gone and 
yielded up their weapons on a guar¬ 
antee of personal safety. 

The peasants, however, immediate¬ 
ly the arms were handed over to 
them, treated the dragoons in a 
most brutal manner, gouging out 
their eyes, chopping oil their noses 
and ears, and finally killing Col. 
Mueller, who was beheaded. They 
then committed atrocities upon the 
townspeople. 

Meanwhile reinforcements of artil¬ 
lery arrived, and, finding the town 
in possession of the rebels, they bom¬ 
barded it. The inhabitants, victim¬ 
ized by foes within and friends with¬ 
out, waited until night and then fled 
to the artillerymen for protection. 
The artillerymen, supposing that the 
townspeople were rebels advancing 
to attack them, shelled them with 
terrible effect. 

The correspondent estimates that 
600 of the townspeople wero killed 
by the soldiers and 400 by the re¬ 
bels. Another more likely estimate 
is that 600 wore killod and wounded. 

FOREIGNERS NOT IN DANGER. 

A Berlin despatch to the Eclair, of 
Paris, iiays that after an exchange ->t 
views between the Cabinets of London 
and Berlin, it has been decided not *.o 
take action by the sending of warships 
to Russian ports for ttie protection of 
foreigners. The British cruiser Sap¬ 
phire, instead of going to Rigu, will 
await orders at Kiel. 

RIOTS AND MASSACRES. 

A despatch from London snys: Only 
the most meagre accounts of the initia¬ 
tion of the strike in Russia have been 
received here. The Telegraph’s St. 
Petersburg correspondent says thot 
public opinion continues opposed to the 
•trike, and this fact is likely to be mani¬ 
fested in riots and massacres by llio.se 
adversely affected. The attitude of 
large sections of the workers has not 
been learned. The rail way men, tele¬ 
graph and postal employes, the trades, 
professions and industries alike were 
commanded to cease work, but it seems 
when the latest despatches were sent 
that only a comparatively small propor¬ 
tion had complied. 

APPEAL FOR AID. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg 
fays:—Eight hundred landowners of 
the Sarutoff district have telegraph¬ 
ed to Premier Witte, appeal ng for 
the National Assembly, in order to 
satisfy the land hunger of t he peas¬ 
ants, the only hope of ending the 
agrarian uprising. The landlords 
also demanded additional troops to 


prevent the sacking of the remainder 
of the estates in the Volga. 

The Novoo Vremya prints a de¬ 
spatch from Riga, dated Dec. 18, 
saying that the Letts are completing 
, their armed organizations, and are 
ambushing and driving out the 
troops from the country, destroying 
the bridges and transforming the 
castles and residences of the land¬ 
lords into forts. 


MANY WORKS CLOSE. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg 
says:—The strike promises to be on 
a far more extensive scale than any 
previous movement oi the kind, 
Many of the largest works, including 
the Putiloff and Nobel concerns, 
have ceased operations. 

'The railroad stations hero on 
Wednesday were occupied by troops, 
and the Government made an at- 
i tempt to maintain some sort of 
train service, especially to the Ger¬ 
man frontier, and also to keep open 
communications with points abroad. 

Reports received here from Moscow 
late on Wednesday afternoon indicate 
thut the strike was successfully In¬ 
augurated and is spreading rapidly. 
Even the electric light plants are. 
closed. 

Governor-General Doubassoff has 
declared the city to be in a partial 
state of siege, which gives the civic 
authorities powers of arrest, etc. 
The next move will be to doclaro a 
stute of siege, in which the military 
supersedes civil power. 

The provincial authorities have al¬ 
ready been empowered, in anticipa¬ 
tion of the contingency of their be¬ 
ing cut off from tho capital, to act 
on their own responsibility, even to 
tho extent of tho proclamation of 
martial law. 

Tho police are hunting down and 
arresting the strike leaders as rapid¬ 
ly as they can be found, but com¬ 
paratively few captures have been 
made, as the loaders keep in hiding, 

I avoiding their residences, and moct- 
• ing in secret, each time at a different 
locality. 


STRIKE AT WARSAW. 

A despatch from Warsaw says:— 
Employes of the fire department 
struck on Wednesday night. The 
Polish National party has ordered 
j the shopkeepers to remove their Rus- 
! sian signs. 

j It is reported from Nicolaieff, in 
tho Government of Kherson, that 
two infantry regiments revolted on 
Wednesday, and that a sanguinary 
fight ensued. Details are lacking. 

The Polish Nationalists have come 
to the decision that the Jew's in Po¬ 
land must be transformed into Poles, 
and the Nationalists therefore have 
issued a proclamation calling on all 
Israelites to discontinue sneaking 
Yiddish, and to learn the Polish lan¬ 
guage. . 

Cossacks surrounded the offices of 
the Socialist organ, Kurjcr Cod- 
zienny, at midnight, arrested tho ed- 
itoral staff and sealed up the offices.

$18,000,000, and the gain in the 
aggregate trade for the five months 
was $26,000,000.

NEW SORT OF CELERY. 

Remarkable Result Secured by Merest 
Accident. 

A despatch from Ruthven, Ont., 
says: G. B. Bolton, Pere Marquette sta¬ 
tion agent at this place, is in a fair 
way to make a fortune out of celery in 
the next few years without growing or 
handling a single stalk of it, but simp¬ 
ly by drawing royalties from a nursery 
company of Monroe, Mich., on a won¬ 
derful new celery plant that came into 
his possession two years ago. The 
company has agreed to pay him a r oy- 
ally on every plant sold, and none will 
be disposed for less than $1 a plant. 
Purchasers are also bound not to sell 
any of the plants, but only cut the 
stnlks. 

The President of the company says 
that Bolton’s celery is the greatest thing 
he has seen in'The vegetable line, and 
that it will surely revolutionize the cel- 
erv induslry. The stalks are round, 
uniformly crisp and do not rust. 

The most wonderful thing about Bol¬ 
ton’s celery is that it is perennial hke 
rhubarb and nsnuragus, and produces 
three to four crops a year. Every 
other known specie of celery has to Le 
planted each year, and yields but one 
cutting. Bolton’s plant gives its first 
crop early in the spring.

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CONVICTS PROVED HEROES. 

Woman's Workhouse on Blackwell’s 
Island Destroyed. 

A despatch from New York says:— 
Men forgot that they were convicts 
and remembered only that they were 
men on Blackwell's Island early on 
Wednesday morning when the male 
prisoners, marshalled by their keep¬ 
ers into a lire lighting and life-saving 
corps, bore from the flaming tloors 
of the women’s wards live hundred 
and ninety-four frantic women, and 
from the hospital beds fifty more. 

Starting in the sewing- room of the 
workhouse and from a cause which 
has not yet been definitely decided, 
the fire had reached a fierce blaze at 
2 o’clock, when it was discovered. 
Tho fire engine on the island proved 
inadequate and a call for help was 
sent to tho city department. 

Seven engines were sent over, hut 
were not sufficient to save the wo¬ 
men’s workhouse from destruction. 
On the top floor of this building 
were cells for the women, und every 
one held one or two prisoners when 
tho fire occurred. These women be- 
canio frantic with fright and wore 
soon choking with the dense smoke 
that filled all the halls and their 
cells. When tho extent and danger 
of the blaze became apparent, the 
wardman marshalled his regular 
fighting force of employes and soon 
were at work. The flames spread so 
fast, however, that this force proved 
hopelessly inadequate. Then it was 
decided to trust to the male prison¬ 
ers’ sense of manhood and they bore 
the test well. 

Released from their cells and mar¬ 
shalled into small bodies they enter¬ 
ed the burning building and went at 
the work of lire-llghting and rescue 
with utter disregard of the danger 
to themselves. The flames were 
crackling all about them and they 
plunged through the densest smoko 
when they brought out in their arms 
the last of tho women prisoners.

TIMBER WAS PROTECTED. 

Forestry Report Says Fire Ranging 
System Was of Value. 

A Toronto despatch says: Some in¬ 
teresting facts regarding the pi ogress 
of systematic forestry in the Provinco 
of Ontario in the report of the Bureau 
j of Forestry for 1904 has just appeared 
j in print. After speaking of the progress 
I made through the supplying of plant- 
! ing stock to the-*farmer by the Ontario 
1 Agriultural College, the document 
I speaks of the value of the fire ranging 
system in operation on public forest 
lunds under license. This, it states, is 
an increasingly useful institution in the 
protection of the landing timber, in 
which botli the lumbermen and the pro¬ 
vince have such a large financial inter¬ 
est. The number of rangers applied for 
by the lumbermen has not been greater 
before. 

During 1904 a fire protection service 
was organized along the line of the 
Tcmiskaming and Northern Ontario 
Railway, which running through almost 
unbroken forest, was a source of dan¬ 
ger. This was paid for by the Depart¬ 
ment of Crowm Lands and the railway 
Commission jointly. It proved very 
efficient, and its value was increased bv 
the fact that the rangers used railway 
velocipedes and wero able to follow up 
the trains and extinguish any incipient 
tires. 

Since the issue of the report of 1903 
two additions have been made to the 
permanent forest reserves, amounting* 
in all lo G.700 square miles, and known 
as the Western Temagunii and the Mis- 
sissuga Reserves. 

The bock contains a number of valu- 
ableu^nd instructive papers on forestry 
sublets by Prof. Judson F. Clark, pre- 
vincial forester. There are ulso a num¬ 
ber of good illustrations.

Great alarm 
prevailed, and when ferry boats, des¬ 
pite the flumes, kept landing passengers 
from New Jersey at portions of the dock 
and terminal which were not ublaze.

summoned lo keep order. .Several em¬ 
ployees of the railroads were severely 
burned, and five men were reported io 
be missing after the fire w*as under con¬ 
trol. The fire started in a paint shop 
in the Lackawanna building, presum¬ 
ably from a defective electric w'Jre.

morse. The great majority gave no 
sign one way or the other; like their 
birth, their death was sleep and a 
forgetting. The preacher was right 
in this matter—man hath no pre¬ 
eminence over the beast—'As one 
dieth, so dieth the other.' “ *

THE PRINCE IN INDIA. 

Reviews the Greatest Peace Army Ever 
Gathered Here. 

A Calcutta despatch says:—The 
Prince of Wales reviewed the greatest 
army that ever assembled in India 
at a time of pcaco at R&wal Pindi, 
in the Punjab, on Dec. 8th.

The Commander-in-Chicf had pre¬ 
pared his manoeuvres with the com¬ 
pleteness of detail for which he is 
famed. They represented a war game 
under war conditions, and were made 
to demonstrate war problems by 
putting real tests upon the men. 

For four days the army had made 
exhausting marches and engaged in 
sham lighting. Somo of the troops 
; had covered over a hundred miles; 
others had slept out for two nights. 
But they showed no trace of fatigue 
when they paraded to-day. What 
struck one most was the splendid 
condition of the army. 

The Prinoj had spent the greater 
part of the previous four days on 
horseback, but ho remained in tho 
saddle for five hours at tho review 
and enjoyed thoroughly tho superb 
spectacle that had been prepared for 
him.

WINTER AND SUMMER DAIRYING 

The fanner who Is not p3eeeseed of 
quarters that will keep the cowa suf¬ 
ficiently warm in the winter should 
not attempt winter dairying writes 
Prof. Thomas Shaw. Thu quarters 
that will keep cows comfortable, that 
are dry, are not necessarily the same 
as quarters that will keep them warm 
enough when giving milk, nor should 
tho farmer try to carry on winter 
dairying who is unablo to furnish the 
requisite kinds of food to make dairy¬ 
ing altogether successful at that 
season. The difference in the suc¬ 
cess of the farmer who has good 
buildings and sultabl# food as com¬ 
pared with the farmer who is lack¬ 
ing in these essentials will be very 
great. Anyone, bowovor, may engage 
in summer dairying as the chief re¬ 
quisites for so doing are pastures 
and supplemental soiling foods. This 
makes the problem of summer dairy¬ 
ing a very simple one relatively. 

If the dairyman lives near a cheese 
factory he should follow summer 
dairying. If, on tho other hand, he 
wishes to make butter, he cau do so 
more profitably in winter, other 
things being equal. The price for 
butter is much better at that season 
than in lumnar, hence the advantage 
of having large quantities made in 
winter. It may be a little more 
costly to make it in winter but with 
a duo provision of food the difference 
will not be great. 

If the calves are to be grown into 
beef it will be better to have them 
come in the autumn. They can bo 
cared for more readily in the winter 
than in the summer• There is more 
time to feed them at that season. In 
the spring they are of an ago which 
enables them to live readily on 
grass, a cheap food when the season 
comes, and they arc strong for go¬ 
ing into winter and when the noxt 
winter corncs. There is also this 
advantage; the calves have passed! 
the milk drinking period, and this 
leaves an adequate supply of skim] 
milk for the young swine which come 
to hand at that season. 

DAIRYING ALL THE YEAR. 

In a well-regulated dairj there will, 
of course, bo more or less milk dur¬ 
ing all the year. Where one is so 
fortunate as to live near a cheese 
factory and also a creamery, it is 
not necessary to manufacture any of 
the product at homo. But where 
i cheese factories only are located then 
! it is necessary to manufacture more 
or less of the season at home. Where 
dairying can thus be conducted prac- j 
ticaily all the year, it should prove < 
more profitable than under other! 
conditions. But it is seldom in this 
country that such a combination 
exists. In Ontario cheese and butter 
making are combined in the same 
1 factory to some extent. 

I Tho farmer who does the bulk of 
his dairying in winter can carry on 
mixe'd farming moro successfully than 
the one who 1 does tho bulk of the 
same in summer. He has more time 
to attend to his farming. He has 
less milking to do than he other¬ 
wise would have, hus less feeding of 
calves and less handling of milk. 
This to a man who is very ^ busy 
means a very great deal. To ono 
who has much crop growing to at¬ 
tend to, and especially to one who 
has much cultivating of corn and 
other products, it is indeed a boon 
to bo free from other work that is 
1 Imperatively exacting at that season. 

I His crops will receive *o much moro 
j attention than would be possible un- 
j der the conditions, that the revenue 
from this source will be much moro 
than it would otherwise be.

DOMESTIC RECIPES. 

Somerset Croquettes.—Melt three table¬ 
spoonfuls of butter; rub into it three 
tublespoonfuls of flour; Ihen add two- 
thirds of a cup of milk, stirring all the 
while. When the boiling point s 
reuched add one-half cup of grated 
cheese und the yolks of two eggs. When 
the cheese is melted and the mixture is 
smooth take from the fire and add one 
cup of mild cheese cut inlo small cubes. 
Season with salt and cayenne, and 
spread on a shallow pan to cool. Shape 
into round croquettes; dip into egg und 
then into crumbs. Fry in deep fat until 
brown. Serve with the lettuce course 
on a folded napkin. 

Candied Popcorn.—Boll one cupful of 
granulated sugur, one tablespponful of 
butter, and three tublespoonfuls of 
water for five minutes. Then add to the 
syrup three quurts of nicely popped corn. 
Stir quickly until all is evenly mixed, 
then remove from fire, and continue stir¬ 
ring until each grain Is separated and 
crystalized with cundy. 

Creamed Salmon on Toast.—Melt two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, and odd to il 
two tublespoonfuls of Hour, a seasoning 
of suit und cayenne, und one pint of hot 
milk. When smooth und thick udd to 
it one cup of canned salmon which hus 
been freed from bones and skin, ono cup 
of finely chopped roasted peunuts, and 
the whiles of three hurd-boiled eggs 
chopped fine. Serve hot on buttered 
toast or in rumukins. 

Plum Pudding Jelly.—Put half u box 
of gelatine into u cup of cold water and 
soak half un hour; heat u pint of milk 
in the- double boiler, und when hot dis¬ 
solve u cup of sugar in il und un ounce 
and a half of melted chocolate. Put a 
heaping cup of stoned raisins, u cup of 
wushed currants, half a cup of sliced 
citron, and u tcaspoonful of cinnamon,

CORRECT START WITH POULTRY 

Many additions are made at this 
season to the runks of the poultry- 
men, for the winter shows always fire 
many of the visitors with u desire to 
try their hand at poultry raising, 
writes Mr. X. S. Green. Those few 
remarks may help somo beginners to 
avoid mistakes often made by the 
inexperienced. If rightly managed no 
class of live stock will allord as 
much profit and pleasure us a flock 
of pure bred chickens. In proportion 
to the care required and the cost of 
maintenance, poultry returns a 
larger per cent, of profit than cattle, 
sheep or hogs, und with chickens 
there is the advuntuge of being able 
to start with very little capital, and 
to Increase the stock gradually. 

It is not necessary to build elabor¬ 
ate houses or to have them furnished 
with the latest patented trap nests, 
roosts, etc. in point of usefulness u 
plain building, warm, well Ventilated, 
and well lighted is to be preferred. 1 
prefer to divide the chickens into 
flocks of ‘25, giving each flock a se¬ 
parate yard, and housing all in one 
long building divided into as many 
rooms as there are flocks, by putting 
in partitions of wire netting with a 
2-foot board partition at the bot¬ 
tom. An orchard is an ideal location 
for the poultry yard, furnishing 
shude tor the fowls during the hot 
weather, and the fruit trees are ben- 
elited by the chickens destroying 
numerous injurious insects. Face the 
houses south if possible and see that 
thev have enough windows to give 
abundant light. Construct the nests 
and roosts so they may be removed 
to facilitate cleaning and do not 
place the roosts so high that the 
fowls are injured in flying down. A 
walking hoard is desirable where the 
nests inusi be high up. 

To keep the hens laying it is neces¬ 
sary to feed intelligently and see 
they get plenty of exercise. A fat 
hen will not lay and it the chickens 
are compelled to work lor their food 
they will be kept in proper condition. 
I feed all kinds of grain and vegeta¬ 
bles available, aiming always to give 
a variety of food. A mush of grain, 
cooked vegetables and table scraps 
constitute the morning meal: in the 
evening grain is fed. Milk is one of 
the best foods to produce eggs, and 
green botio should be fed two or 
three times u week. Grit must he 
provided ut all times und nothing 
is better than broken crockery. The 
chickens prefer it to the commercial 
article, but for a large flock its pre- 
paratioo would require too much 
work. 

Cleunliness is one of the chief re¬ 
quisites of success, so the houses, 
nests and yurds should be clcanod 
frequently, the houses whitewashed 
and insect powder used freely. Glean 
out the droppings every duy, oil tho 
roosts frequently, and provide clean 
material for the nests. If this is 
done there will be no trouble from 
Mice, but if filth is allowed to accum¬ 
ulate, the mites will multiply rapid¬ 
ly and cause no end of trouble. I 
change nesting material every two 
weeks and when putting In the new 
straw sprinkle it liberally with in¬ 
sect powder. A dirt floor is best for 


it one cup of cunned salmon which has 
been freed from bones and skin, one cup 
of finely chopped roasted peunuts, und 
the whiles of three hurd-boiled eggs 
chopped fine.

Put a 
heaping cup of stoned raisins, u cup of 
washed currants, hulf a cup of sliced 
citron, and a tcaspoonful of cinnamon, 
and one of cloves into u very little warm 
water on Ihe stove, lo soften and mel¬ 
low. When Ihe milk and chocolate are 
well mixed, pour them over the goluline 
and si rain it do a bowl. As soon as it 
begins to grow Ilrm slir in the fruit and 
pul into a mold. Turn out on a platter, 
surround with whipped cream, and edge 
with holly. This will look and taste 
like a veritable plum pudding. 

Potatoes. Vienna Style.—Mash hot, 
well-cooked and drained potatoes, und 
season liberally with salt und butter. 
Add a very little cream or rich milk, 
and beat until light and smooth. Two 
or three beaten egg yolks muy be udded, 
but ure not a necessity. The mixture 
need* lo he dry railin' than moist. 
Shape into portions similur lo u Vienna 
roll, having pointed ends. Score each 
three times, to simulate the rolls, brush 
over with the yolk of an egg beaten and 
diluted with a little milk, und set into 
the oven lo become very hot, und brown 
Ihe lop. Serve with uny dish which 
should be aecompunied by mashed 
potnlo. 

Round Steak Broiled.—Buy a round 
stnuk the day before you wish to serve 
il. Lav Ihe steuk in u deep plate and 
pour over it two-thirds of n cup of salad 
oil to which has been added one table- 
spoonful of vinegar. He sure Ihe oil and 
vinegar ore well blended by beating. 
Put the steak in the coldest part of the 
refrigerator. Turn it several times dur¬ 
ing the next 24 hours. When you ure. 
ready to use il, scrape off carefully all 
the oil, wipe the steak and broil it over 
a clear hot tire. This steak will be found 
In he as tender and delicious as a much 
more expensive cut. 

Rice and Cheese Puddings.—-Pick over 
and wash three-quarters of a cupful o( 
rice, rubbing well to remove loose 
starch. Have ready n kettle containing 
three or four quarts of suited water. 
When at a galloping boil drop in the 
rice and keep ut the same hard boil un¬ 
til the rice feels lender when rubbed be 
tween thumb und lingers. Drain and 
pour over it one cupful und.a half of 
cream sauce made with one tablespoon- 
fill und u hulf each of butler anil flour 
and three-quarters of a pint of milk. 
Let stand until lukewarm, then add suit 
t.. taste, two well-bealen eggs, and one- 
/half of a cupful of grated cheese. Sprin¬ 
kle with Imlteivd crumbs and hake for 
hulf all hour in a good oven.

Gomb Case.-Tako two pieces .»f linen 
A inches long nnd 2j a wide and button 
hole them together in scallops with was): 
silk or linen floss. Leave one end open 
and buttonhole the end "f the upp« r 
piece and the under one hem neatly. 
Before you put the two together to but 
tonhole them embroider u spray ol 
forgel-me npls, daisies or holly on oru 
piece and use that for Ihe top. Ibis 
mnkes a nice case for the comb when 
you wish to curryfcit in hundbug or suit 
case. 

Mending Broken Glass.—If you happen 
lo break a glass or valuable glass orna¬ 
ment. it can he effectually and easily 
mended in Iho following wua ; Melt a 
mil,, isinglass in spirits ol- wine, add a 
small quantity of water; warm the mix¬ 
ture gently over a moderate Are. When 
mixed bv thoroughly melting it will 
form a perfectly transparent glue, which 
will unite glass so nicely and firmly 
that the joint will scarcely be noticed 
bv the most critical eye.
